As Hadiya Pendleton’s parents sat next to the 
first lady and listened, President Obama told 
the nation Tuesday that his gun proposals de- 
serve a vote in Congress because of victims 
like the slain Chicago teen. 

Delivering his State of the Union address, 
Obama said that in the two months since the 
school shootings in Newtown, Conn., “more 
than 1,000 birthdays, graduations and anni- 
versaries have been stolen from our lives by a 
bullet from a gun.” 

“One of those we lost was a young girl 
named Hadiya Pendleton,” the president said. 
“She was 15 years old. She loved Fig Newtons 
and lip gloss. She was a majorette. She was 
so good to her friends, they all thought they 
were her best friend. 

“Just three weeks ago, she was here, in Wash- 
ington, with her classmates, performing for her 
country at my inauguration,” he said. ‘A week 
later, she was shot and killed in a Chicago park 
after school, just a mile away from my house.”

10 years after tragic 
nightclub fire, safety 
review finds progress 

Chicago Tribune 

In the aftermath of the Ei nightclub disaster 
that killed 2i people in 2003, the city of Chicago 
vowed to step up weekend inspections of clubs. 

Ten years later, city data released to the Tri- 
bune, as well as interviews with club owners and 
others, indicate that the promise was kept and 
that clubs are doing a better job of staying with- 
in the city code. Friction between club owners 
and the city also has decreased. 

But the Tribune also found that the number 
of inspections has dropped in recent years, and 
that despite the city’s heightened commitment 
to nightclub safety, a two-decade-old city ordi- 
nance requiring venues to do in-house inspec- 
tions of their exitways is not being enforced. 

The ordinance says every venue that can ac-

Cabin burns as 
Calif, fugitive, 
police face off

believed to be a fugitive ex-cop, despite news 
reports to the contrary, a Los Angeles Police 
spokesman said late Tuesday 

Los Angeles Police Commander Andrew 
Smith said the cabin in the Big Bear area 
northeast of L.A. was “still too hot” for police 
to enter. 

Several news organizations had reported 
that a body was found in the cabin and had 
been identified as likely that of 33 -year-old 
former Los Angeles police officer Christo- 
pher Dorner. 

California authorities launched a six-day 
manhunt for Dorner and police believed they 
had cornered him in the mountain cabin. 

TV news footage showed smoke and flames 
engulfing the cabin in a heavily wooded area 


of the snow-covered mountains of the San 
Bernardino National Forest. 

San Bernardino County sheriff’s spokes- 
woman Cindy Bachman said a “smoke bomb” 
had been set off at the cabin before the fire 
started, but she was uncertain if it had been 
detonated by the gunman or law enforcement 
authorities. 

Police said the man they believe to be 
Dorner surfaced for the first time in several 
days after breaking into a home near the ski 
resort community of Big Bear Lake, tying up 
a couple there and stealing their pickup truck. 

A state game warden apparently on the 
lookout for Dorner exchanged gunshots with 
the driver of the stolen truck. The vehicle 
later was abandoned and the driver fled into 
the forest. 

Officials of the San Bernardino County 
Sheriff’s Department said the gunman bar- 
ricaded himself inside another cabin and en- 
gaged in a shootout with police as they closed 
in on him. 

One sheriff’s deputy was shot and killed 
and another was wounded. Sheriff John Mc- 
Mahon told reporters.

The lady behind Gaga 


Lady Starlight steps 
Into her future

Sometimes it really does pay to have friends 
in high places. 

For more than seven years, musician/art- 
ist Lady Starlight, born CoUeen Martin, has 
been a close confidant of pop icon Lady Gaga. 
In the early days, she served as an artistic 
collaborator and occasional muse, helping 
Gaga dream up some of her more elaborate 
costumes. On Gaga’s current tour. Starlight, 

37, serves as a supporting act, warming up 
the audience with a high-concept set she 
described as “performance art.” Though Gaga 
was forced to postpone the tour’s Wednesday 
and Thursday shows at the United Center 
due to an injury Starlight will be in town to 
perform at Berlin.

We had a decent crowd [in 2007}, but it got 
bigger and bigger as people said, “What is 
going on over there?” It’s a lot of rock and 
guys {at Lollapalooza], and we were the 
opposite. It was like a big old {bleep} you. 
{2010} was the most incredible full circle mo- 
ment. To walk out on that stage and see that 
crowd ... I will never forget that.

It’s very surprising how little effect it’s had. 
Really we were always preparing for this. 

This level is what we set out to achieve. She’s 
naturally down-to-earth, and she always kept 
a perspective on the bigger picture. The fact 
that she still has me and all her old friends in 
her life shows you how little she has changed. 
We still do all the same things; it’s just that 
now we’re in really expensive hotels. 

On the major difference between Lady Star- 
light and Lady Gaga 

There’s not much of one, actually We just had 
a conversation today and she could under- 
stand what I was going through because we 
think exactly the same. Her objective has 
always been bigger, though. She wants to get 
her message across to as many people {as} pos- 
sible. I wish I had that, but for some reason 
I insist on doing the thing least likely to suc- 
ceed. That’s my mission, to destroy my career. 

On helping conceive Gaga’s earliest cos- 
tumes 

We always wanted things we couldn’t afford.

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MIKE TYSON TAKES 
ON HIS MOST 
CONTROVERSIAL 
OPPONENT-HIMSELF

Mike Tyson is a man who’s lived his life in the 
headlines. And along with those that made him 
a celebrity— the youngest heavyweight cham- 
pion of the world, at age 20 — came headlines 
documenting a darker side — the failed mar- 
riage to actress Robin Givens, a rape convic- 
tion and Evander Holyfield’s right ear. 

He has since become a vegan, struggled with 
the death of a young daughter and worked as 
an actor in two “Hangover” movies, as the host 
of Animal Planet’s “Taking on Tyson” and as 
an inmate and rape victim on a hotly debated 
“Law and Order: SVU” episode. 

Now, Iron Mike takes the stage to discuss his 
controversial life in “Mike Tyson: Undisputed 
Truth,” a solo show written by his wife, Kiki 
Tyson, and directed by filmmaker Spike Lee, 
which hits Chicago as the second stop on a 
national tour. We caught up with him to find 
out more. 

What can Chicago audiences expect? 

They can expect to see a riveting show. I’m on 
stage for 90 minutes giving the audience my all. 
I will take them on an emotional roller coaster 
ride into the crazy world I call my life. 

How did the project come to be? 

My wife and I were inspired after watching 
Chazz Palminteri’s one-man show, ‘A Bronx 
Tale.” We left inspired and I love entertaining 
people and wanted to challenge myself I told 
my wife I wanted to try doing my own show 
about my life. My wife immediately starting 
drafting something. Then, a few weeks later 
we had a random encounter with a producer, 
Adam Steck {of} SPI Entertainment. He want- 
ed to produce a one-man show about my life. It 
was like the stars were aligned, because we had 
already started working on a show concept. 

How did Spike Lee become involved? 

We did our show in Las Vegas for a two-week 
run. The following day, I had to leave the coun- 
try on business and Spike Lee called me. Spike 
said that he and Jimmy Nederlander wanted to 
take our show to Broadway We did a two-week 
run last summer on Broadway and now we are 
taking the show on a national tour. 

Where are you at in your life that influenced 
your to approach the show? 

I am in a really peaceful place. I am very happy 
and grateful to have an amazing support team 
of family and friends. I am comfortable with 
the man that I am today This translates into

my show and my desire to tell my story It’s 
about triumphing over your inner demons 
and thanking God for helping you through. 

What surprised you most about your wife’s 
script? 

We are a team and developing the script 
was a cohesive undertaking. She was very 
respectful during this process, so nothing 
surprised me. However, initially, she drafted 
a more sugar-coated perspective of my life. 

I realize she was trying to protect me, but 
I had to remind her that I’m telling my 
undisputed truth. It’s not always nice, but it 
is the truth. She understood and redrafted 
the content to fit more in format with my 
gritty life. 

How does walking on stage compare to 
walking into the ring? 

They are actually similar. Both are perfor- 
mances— just different styles of entertain- 
ment. But walking on the stage is more 
unnerving. When it’s just you onstage, 
you have no one to blame but yourself for 
a flawed performance, so the stakes are 
higher. I have nerves until I hit the stage — 
but then the love from the audience relaxes 
me. I really love performing. 

Do you worry about hecklers? 

I’m a big boy The question is, can heck- 
lers handle me? Just kidding. I’m heckled 
sometimes. It comes with the territory, I 
suppose. I’m OK with it. It makes the night 
unique.

Step away from the Netf lix 



Binge-viewing changed 
the TV experience

When Thomas Toth contracted pneumonia, 
he became inseparable from the cool, stylish 
Don Draper. 

Toth watched all five seasons of the AMC 
series “Mad Men” from his sickbed in a two- 
week viewing binge. He became so captivated 
that he began sporting skinny ties and drink- 
ing Old Fashioned cocktails. 

“The nuances of the storylines are getting 
so complicated— the/re introducing charac- 
ters in Episode 2 and that character comes 
back in Episode 6 — 1 can digest things a lot 
quicker and easier when I binge on them,” the 
Denver resident said. 

Toth has lots of company Services such as 
Netflix and Hulu, as well as DVRs, have trans- 
formed the TV viewing experience by en- 
abling viewers to devour multiple episodes or 
even entire seasons of “The Wire” or “Down- 
ton Abbey” in marathon viewing sessions. 

Now Netflix is making a massive bet that it 
can satisfy the addiction that it helped create. 


At 12:01 a.m. Feb. i, the service debuted its first 
original series, a political drama called “House 
of Cards” that stars Kevin Spacey as a ruthless, 
scheming House majority whip. 

In a departure from television tradition, 
the entire season of “House of Cards”— all 13 
episodes, nearly 13 hours of tense Capitol Hill 
drama— are available at once, with the click of 
a button. 

Millions of Americans are binge-viewing 
serialized dramas and comedies, including 
those that no longer can be found on the net- 
work prime-time schedule. The phenomenon 
is so pervasive that a majority of Americans 
ages 8 to 66 say they’ve engaged in this sort 
of copious TV consumption, according to a 
study conducted by media consultant Frank 
N. Magid Associates Inc. 

This instant-gratification approach flouts 
network scheduling traditions. 

Hollywood has always fed audiences a 
diet of, “Wait a week and we’ll give you new 
episodes, then wait a season, we’ll give you an- 
other season,” Netflix Chief Content Office 
Ted Sarandos said. 

“The Internet is attuning people to get 


what they want when they want it,” Sarandos 
said. “ ‘House of Cards’ is literally the first 
show for the on-demand generation.” 

The absence of ads means that each epi- 
sode has more time for storylines and rela- 
tionships— as much as 15 more minutes of 
story per television hour. 


“We’ve been impacting how people watch 
and when they watch,” Sarandos said. “But 
‘House of Cards’ is the first thing on Netflix 
that’s ever been actually crafted to be watched 
in multiple episodes. So there’s no catch-up. 
There’s no exposition. There’s no ‘previously 
on’ or ‘next on.’ ”
